At  last,  I  have  something  Of  interest  for  you  on  the  Brown 
and  Kennedy families, 

A  letter  from  the  Secretary  of  State,  North  Carolina,  advises 
me  that  the  files  in  the  Land  Grant  Office  show  that  Hugh  Brown, Sr. 
and  George  House  received  a  grant  of  200  acres  from  that  State  In 
Greene  Co.,  Tenn.  on  December  26,  1791,  on^the  waters  of  Lick  Creek 
on  Grassy  Creek  and  that  Hugh  Brown  received  a  grant  of  IqO  acres  in 
Greene  County  on  July  29,  1793,  North  side  of  French  Broad  river 
including  a  sinking  spring.  I  have  written  for  photostatic  copies  of 
the  plat  and  surveyor  s  description  for  fifty  cents  each.  Certified 
copies  of  the  grants  may  be  obtained  for  §1.50  each,  but  I  prefer 
the  photostatic  copies.  I  should  receive  them  in  a  few  days.

December  1935  D.A.R.  Magazine,  p.  774s  The  following  bonds  bear  no  date  but 
1790,  and  the  name  of  Alex.  Martin  (Gov.  of  N.C.)  appears  over  an  erasure  of 
William  Blount  (former  Gov.):  Hugh  Brown  to  Margaret  Kelsey  -  Security,  Joseph 
Brown. 

(Either  your  Hugh  Brown  of  Clay  Co.,  married  first,  Margaret  Kelsey,  and  later 
Ann,  who  is  named  in  his  will,  or  there  was  another  Hugh  Brown  about  the  same 
age  as  your  ancestor.  No  doubt  these  early  wills  on  Brown  will  clarify  the  re¬ 
lationship.  I  wondering  if  the  Wml  Brown,  p.  192  in  the  Will  Bk*  of  Greene 
Co.  is  the  William,  born  in  1700  in  Ireland,  referred  to  in  Mrs.  Whitley's  re¬ 
port  as  having  had  a  duaghter#  Jean  Brown,  who  married  a  Porter*  You  might  have 
descent  from  this  William  of  N.C.  This  would  account  for  the  name,  Violet,  in 
your  family.  Again,  another  Porter  marriage  might  have  occurred  in  the  Bfown 
family  -  and  you,  too,  could  have  descent  from  the  Porters.  Definitely  your 
Hugh  Brown  lived  in  Bladen  Co.,  N.C.  where  he  had  two  land  grants  from  the  Crown. 

There  are  very  few  of  the  Bladen  Co.  Court  Records  left,  as  many  were  destroyed 
during  the  War  between  the  States.  I  have  a  pension  record  of  my  Revolutionary 
ancestor#  Joel  Davis,  of  Bladen  Co.,  which  gives  a  very  complete  record  of  his 
family*  The  name  Porter  appears  in  his  family.  The  man©  Porter  appears  in  his 
family  too  as  a  given  name.

I  suggest  that  you  have  your  searcher  in  Washington 
make  a  search:  in  the  Veterans  Administration  for  Hugh  Brown,  Sr.'s 
pension  record;  also,  for  service  of  Capt.  Hugh  Brown, '  oTTenRfessee 
and  Clay  County,  Missouri  for  service  in  War  of  1812.  This  may  bring 
some  record  of  his  place  of  residence  while  serving  in  that  war.  I 
suggest,  also,  a  search  on  Capt.  Hugh  Brown  in  Office  of  Adjutant 
General,  Warr  g@eartment^.  IT  he  had  not  a  pension,  the  record  should 
be  found  in  the  latter  office*  In  the  State  Library,  Nashville,  is 
a  list  of  soldiers  -of  War  of  1812.  I  found  my  ancestor  there  in  1929 
when  we  were  in  Nashville, 

A  letter  from  Mr.  Thad  Eure,  Secretary  of  State,  advised 
me  tha^the  land  granted  to  Hugh  Brown,  Sr,  was  not  marked  Military, 
so  he  returned  my  check  which  I  sent  1'or^the  photostats.  Then,  Mr. 
Henry  H.  Eddy,  Acting  Director  of  the  North  Carolina  State  Department 
of  Archives  and  History  stated  in  his  letter  that  from  the  voucher 
there  is  no  positive  indication  that  this  Is  payment  for  military 
service,  but  merely  that  your  ancestor,  Hugh  Brown,  Sr.  had  some 
unpaid  claim  against  the  state,  which  he  turned  in  as  payment  on 
the  land. 

_  However-,^  Mi&s>I£innaman  says  that  this  is  accepted  by  the 

D.A.R.  Her  cousin  had  the  same  kind  of  certificate  on  her  ancestor 
and  it  was  approved  by  the  National  Registrar.  Me  had  given  some  kind 
of  service  during  the  Revolutionary  period  or  his  name  would  not 
appear  on  the  Revolutionary  Army  Accounts.

I  have  done  some  research  on  your  Hugh  and  Joseph  Brown 
and  expect  to  work  further  on  it.  I  thought  I’d  enclose 
what  I  have  already  found  and  see  whether  it  is  of  any 
value  to  you. 

As  you  see,  there  must  have  been  a  will  as  deed  book 
#4,  page  256  speaks  of  the  executors.  The  will  is  not  here 
but  a  great  many  wills  are  missing  in  Greene  County.  The 
Wills  were  well  kept  from  1810  to  1817  and  1828  on.  The 
only  wills  we  have  from  1783  when  the  county  was  formed  up 
to  1810  and  then  during  1817  to  1828  are  a  few  old  Wills 
the  WPk  found  and  filed.  There  is  also  a  little  book 
which  contains  a  few  *4iis  but  moifcly  inventories  is  Will 
Book  #1802-1810. 

If  you  know  the  name  of  your  Hugh  Brown’s  wife,  this 
deed  abstract  will  help.

If  that  is  one  of  the  question^,  I  endeavored  to  answer  It  In 
my  letter  of  June  23rd.  There  is  no  military  service  fopKugh  Brown,  Sr, 
or  Hugh  Browm  Jr#,  of  North  G-arolina  and  |ennessee.  I  searched  all 
rolls  of  Revolutionary  soldiers  available  and  the  pension  rolls  of 
Tennesse,  and  his  name  does  not  appear.  However,  as  I  explained  in  my 
letter  of  June  23rd,  I  believe  that  the  appearance  of  his  name  on 
the  Revolutionary  Army  Accounts,  prior  totthe  close  of  that  war,  will 
entitle  you  to  anothe ranees tor  as  having  given  s^Vice  to  the  United 
States.  The  State  of  N.  C.  was  indebted  to  him,  but  for  what  reason  I 
oan  not  say,  as  the  Historical  Commission  has  no*,  record  of  it,  such 
service  has  been  accepted  by  the  D. A.r.  in  our  local  chapter,  and  I 
believe  will  be  acceptible  to  the  S.A. R.  as  patriot. 

I  have  written  to  Mrs,  Hubbs,  requesting  her  to  finish  the 
search  in  Greeneville,  and  suggested  that  she  continue  to  search  the 
deeds  in  the  hope  that  she  may  find  land  deeded  to  Hugh  Bfown,  Jr.  by 
his  father.  He  had  another  grant  of  100  acres  in  July  29,  1793  "on 
the  north  side  of  French  Broad  river,  Including  a  sinking  spring". 

The  deeds  might  show  the  disposition  of  this  land  before  his  decease. 

Miss  Kinnaman  will  stop  off  in  Grainger  County  as  she  goes  to 
Knoxville  and  Nashville  enroute  to  Independence.  She  Is  very  thorough 
and  I  sent  her  a  complete  chart  of  your  grown  family,  suggesting  that 
she  search  the  wills,  to  find  if  Hugh  Brown,  Jr.  died  in  Grainger,  and 
then  to  search  the  deeds  to  see  If  he  left  Grainger  before  the  fall 
of  1820,  when  his  name  appears  in  Clay  County,  Missouri.  Also,  to 
search  for  parents  of  Mary  Leland  Brown  and  of  Margaret  Kelseyvfcho 
married  a  Hugh  Brown  in  1790,  Greene  County. - 1  have  a  list  of  wills 
and  inventories  of  Greene  County  as  given  in  the  D. A.R.^Magazlnes- 
but  no  Kelseys  in  the  list.  The  deeds  of  Grainger  shouft  show  who  was 
the  wife  of  Hugh  Brown  and  if  his  name  appears  with  a  wife,  Ann, 
before  1820,  we  shall  know  that  he  had  remarried.  The  records  of  Grainger 
are  in  good  condition,  so  we  should  have  success  in  this  county.

On  January  I2tn,  I  wrote  to  Miss  Ona  Willougnby,  oi  Scotts- 
vilie,  Allen  County,  Kentucky  in  regard  to  searching  the  re^oi-ds 
in  Barren  County,  at  Glasgow*  the  county  seat.  Miss  Willoughby  has 
assisted  me  before  and  I  found  ner  to  be  very  tb.6p.ough  :and  reasonable 
in  her  charges* 

X  did  not  receive  a  reply  to  my  letter,  so  wrote  her  again 
bn  January  22nd.  In  reply,  sne  advised  me  of  tne  serious  illness  of 
her  motaer,  and  stated, if  sne  could  not  undertake  tne  search,  , sne 
would  write  me  in  a  few  days.  Each  day,  1  nave  expected  a  report, 
but  nave  received  none.  If  I  do  not  hear  from  ner  on  tne  morning 
mail,  I  shall  write  again, and,  is  she  can  not  undertake  the  search 
immediately,  I  shall  write  to  Glasgow  to  the  county  clerk. 

Tne  reason  tnat  I  Prefer  Miss  Willoughby  is  because  X  can 
depend  upon  ner  to  do  a  thorough-^  job.  Moreover,  Allen  County  was 
formed  from  Barren  in  1613,  so  tne  Hugn  Brown  of  Barren  County  in 
1810,  mignt  nave  been  living  in  Allen  County  in  1620,  wnicn  would 
account  for  his  disappearance  in  the  1820  Census- report  of  Barren 
County.

Miss  Margaret,  of  tne  Tennessee  hand  office  at  flasnviile, 
sent  me  tne  enclosed  copies  of  grants  to  nugn  and  josepn  Brown 
in  Franklin  County.  This  clarifies  one  point  tnat  was  disturbing, 
youn  Brown  family  were  not  in  Franklin  County  until  1817“  at  least 
tnat  Is  tne  year  in  whlcn  Governor  McMinn  signed  the  grants  to 
Hugn  and  Josepn  Brown.  X  believe  tnat  hugn  Brown  returned  from  Ken¬ 
tucky  to  Greene  County,  Tennessee  in  1612,  and  tnen  later  removed  to 
Franklin  county. 

Mrs.  Hudds  states  tnere  was  only  one  Hugh  Brown  in  Greene 
County  and  tnat  his  name  does  not  appear  in  the  deeds  after  1805.

The  records  of  Barren  County  show  that  Hugh  grown, of  Greene 
Cpunty,Tennessee, who  married  Margaret  Kelsey  in  that  county  in  1790 p 
is  the  Hugh  B^own  who  removed  from  Greene  County  to  garren  County, 
Kentucky  in  1806. 


After  his  arrival  in  Barren  County,  we  find  that  Alexander 
Brown  married  in  1802,  Kissiah  Brothers  and  in  1806,  an  Alexander  Brown 
married  Ester  Phillips,  daughter  of-  SpePhen~and  Sousannah  Phillips. 
However*  the  Alexander  Brown,  of  Greene  and  Barren  Counties , must  have 
married  in  Tennesssee  before  removing  to  Kentuckyj^o^^be  could  not 
have  had  two  sons  16  to  2  6  in  1810  as  Mr.  Willi  am  f^Cens&s  report 
records.  I  believe  that  he  was  the  elder  of  the  two  brothers,  Alexander 
and  Hugh  of  Greene  County. 

Of  course  I  may  be  in  error,  but  this  is  my  analysis: 

First,  I  doubt  if  Alexander,  son  of  Hugh  Brown,  Sr.,  died  before 
Aug.  26,  l79o,  for  this  reason-  A  comma  might  have  been  omitted  from 
the  Deed  in  Book  4,  page  2 56,  dated  August  26,  179o  and  the  record 
should  reaad,  ?  between  Agness  Brown,  wife  of  Hugh  Brown,  deceased,  and 
also  Alexander  Brown,  heirs  and  executors  of  said  Hugh  Brown's  estate^ 
etc.  What  do  you  think?  Alexander  Brown  had  sold  his  snare  of  his 
father's  estate  in  1796  and  probabpy  was  the  eldest  son.  Then  in 
1806,  Hugh  Brown  sells  his  share  in  Greene  County  and  the  two  brothers 
remove  to  Kentucky.  Possibly,  Alexander's  first  wife, too,  was  a  Kelsey 
and  both  Hugh  and  Alexander  married  daughters,  of  the  Moses  Kelsey 
who  died  in  Warren  or  Barren  County.  I  have  asked  Miss  Willoughbjnto 
include  this  Moses  Kelsey's  will  in  her  search  in  Warren  County. 


Further,  after  arriving  in  Kentucky,  Alexander  lost  his  first 
wife,  then  in  1802,  he  remarried  and  again  in  1806.  In  August  1813, 

Hugh  Brown  and  Margaret  Kelsey  Brown,  began  to. .sell  their  land,  having  *  ^ 
gi  ven  power, of-attorney  to  Samuel  Anderson  in  August  13,  1814  as  / 
was  preparing  to  remove  to  Tennessee. 


In  June  1814,  his  brother,  Alexander  Brown; appoint s  Hugh  Brown 
of  Barren  County,  his  attorney  to  sell  land  to  Samuel  Anderson  and 
others  in  Barren  County.  Alexander  Brown's  son,  Hugh,  remained  in 
Barren  County  ,  and  in  1819  married  Isabell&aWilson.  Later  they 
removed  to  Allen  County,  Kentucky,  or  rather  Allen  was  formed  from  the 
part  of  Barren  in  which  Hugh's  father^  Alexander,  resided.  See  the 
deed  in  Miss  Willoughby's  report”  "Hugh  Brown  of  Allen  County,  Kentucky 
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and  others  release  to  Johnua  Cross  k^deed^by  reason  of  being  heirs  of 
Moses  Kelsey. 11  Further,  Mis8  Willoughby  states  that  description  of 
land  deeded  has  same  as  land  described  In  Power  of  Attorney  by  Alexander 
Brown,  of  Stewart  County,  Tennessee,  one  time  of  barren  County,  Kentask" 
yse. 

I  believe  that  Hugh  and  Margaret  Kelsey  Brown,  accompanied  by 
Alexander  Brown,  and  remainder  of  his  family  removed  to  Stewart  County, 
Tennessee.  Hugh,  son  of  Alexander,  was  the  only  one  who  remained  in 
Kenfcubjcy ,  and  was  living  in  Allen  County  as  late  as  1832,  still  selling 
land  owned  by  his  father,  Alexander.  #  Pa,  _

TAis  gave  Hugh  and  his  sop^lToseph  Brown,  plenty  of  time  to  have 
reached  Franklin  County,  Jfermessee  by  1817.  I  believe  we  shall  pick  up 
the  trail  in  Stewart,  as  I  before  stated.  TTiea  it  is  possible  that  Hugh 
did  not  take  up  his  grant  in  Franklin-  taut  only  his  son,  Joseph, removed 
to  that  part  of  the  State.  Stewart  was  formed  from  Montgomery  County, 
Tennessee  in  1803,  and  Montgomery  was  one  of  the  orginal  counties, 
divided  from  Davidson,  and  Davidson  is  the  County  where  young  R&bertso  n 
(I  believe  that  washis  name  in  the  Cliy  County  history)  lived  before  he 
came  to  Clay  in  1820,  when  he  said  that  Hugh  Brown,  Sr.,  Hugh  Brown,  Jr. 
and  Joseph  Brown  were  living  in  Clay  in  the  fall  of  1820.  The  Robertsons 
were  originally  from  Orange  County,  North  Carolina,  and  no  doubt  the 
families  had  been  friends  for  many  years.  Stewart  and  Montgomery  Counties 
are  on  the  Kentucky  line,  not  far  from  Barren  County. 


Now  there  is  one  discrepancy  in  my  analysis.  Your  Hugh  Brown, 

| Captain  Hugh,  was  born  in  1759,  according  to  his  will.  The  Hugh  Brown 
(Of  Greene  and  Barren  County  is  listed  as  being  26  to  45  years  of  age 
•in  1810.  If  45  in  16.10,  he  was  not  born  until  1765;  the  same  for  the 
brother,  Alexander.  Moreover,  he  had  only  one  daughter  in  1810,  ten 
to  16,  but  others  could  have  oeen  born  later  in  Tennessee.  You  will 
recall  tnat  one  of  his  daughters  married  and  remained  in  Tennessee-  this 
jcould  have  been  the  one  listed  In  Kentucky,  the  eldest  daughter. 

Margaret  Kelsey,  undoubltedly  was  the  mother  of  your  Joseph  Brown, 
and  of  Hugh,  Jr.,  also  of  ClcerOo  This  1610  Census  accounts  for  the 
ithree  sons.  Did  Margaret  Kelsey  die,  and  Hugh  married  the  second  time, 

:  Ann,  who  is  named  in  his  will?  T.nese  are  problems  for  solution.  Of 
course,  the  Census  reports  are  not  always  reliable.  Frequently,  X 
find  errors  of  ten  years.  The  enumerators  too  often. were  careless  as 
you  well  anow. 
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I  was  advised  that  The  Kentucky  State  Historical  Society  will  not 
undertake  research  by  their  staff.  We  must  procure  ass istana® in  Frank 
fort  if  we  desire  further  research  for  Gabriel  Collins,  At  this  time, 

I  am  not  well  enough  to  search  further  on  the  Collins  family  at  the 
Library  in  Kansas  City.  I  shall  attempt  to  complete  this  line  if  you  so 
desire.  Perhaps,  ;  Miss  Hattie  Scott  is  well  enough  to  undertake  tne 
search  for  us  in  Frankfort  at  the  Historical  Society. 
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^  My  typist  made  the  copies  for  you,  and  I  am  retaining  Miss  Wlllough- 

>>  by's  until  I  receive  further  report  from  Warren  County.  Then  she  will 
0  have  all  records  notarized,  if  we  desire.  I  suggest  that  we  await  a 
■O'  report  from  Miss  Willoughby  before  se  rchlng  further.  If  Moses  Kelsey 
GO  left  a  will  in  W  rren  or  Barren  Counties,  this  will  be  our  solution. 

I  do  hope  my  analysis  is  correct.

Recently,  I  wrote  to  the  olerk  of  the  Barren  County  Court, 
and  am  awaiting  his  reply  now  to  my  inquiry.

The  Hugh  Brown  named  in  this  will  as  heir  could  not  have 
been  your  Hugh  Brown  of  Clay  County,  Missouri;  moreover,  he  could 
not  have  been  the  Hugh  |3rown  who  married  Margaret  Kelsey  In  Greene 
County  in  1790*  He  might  have  been  named  in  connection  with  this 
deed  but  not  as  ha -heir.  I  believe  that  Alexander  Brown  also  married 
a  Kelsey  before  coming  toBarren  County,  Kentucky,  and  that  he  had 
a  son,  Hugh,  who  remained  in  Kentucky,  Allen  County. 


Do  you  not  think  that Hugh  Brown  and  wife,  Margaret, were 
preparing  to  leave  Barren  County,  when  he  appointed  Samuel  Anderson, 
his  attorney  to  sell  land? (See  Miss  Willoughby's  report.  Deed  Book 
C,  page  476, ) 


Miss  Willoughby  did  not  go  to  warren  County,  Kentucky. 

In  reply  to  a  letter  I  wrote  to  her  last  October,  she  adyised  mev  < 
that  we  were  indebted  to  her  for  $2.50»  She  searhed  the  records  in 
Barren  and  in  Aliens  also  had  to  pay  bus  fare  to  BarrenCounty  seat.
